-Elkhom, where sherifTs outlined the thin line they walk be- 
tween the demands of civil libertarians end an often indif- 
ferent citizenry. 

None welcome the lawsuits which sometimes have virtu- 
ally forced jail improvements, such as in Twin Falla Coun- 
ty? and a few sheriffs oven suggested that keeping the condi- 
tions out of the public eye was the best way to prevent the 
issue surfacing.
